More particu- 
larly, Chriſts true Church is built upon ſeven-Pillars, Ccight 
Foundation, Matter, Fo?m, Dfficers, Oꝛdinances, 
Oꝛder and End.] Now can thoſe be true Churches where 
any, much more where all of cheſe ſeven Pillars are wanting? 
For Inſtance. 1, Where the Foundation is 207 Chriſt alone, 
but humane Laws, E1i&s, Conſtitutions, Policy, Purſe, Pow- 
er, &c. can there be a true Church of Chriſt? 2, Where the 
Matter is not viſeble Believers, and their Seed, and no more 
of theſe to every Church, than em aſſemble in od, place, but 
a Nation or Nations by the lump, mixt Societies, Congregati- 
ons, or at beſt, a Meſh of grown people excluding their Infants ; 
can there be a true Church of Chriſt? 3. Where the 
Foꝛm of a Church is not by Covenant, but only by Coha- 
bitation, Congregation, or any other ſuch comm way, can we 
ſay there is a true Church of Chriſt? 4. Where the Officers 
are not Paſtor and Deacons, wich their helps, but Popes, Cardi- 
nals, Lordly Prelates, Monks, two Paſtors in one Church, H:cþ- 
ny Preachers, Unmarry'd Lads, and the like can that be aid 
to be a true Church of Chriſt ? 3. Where che D:dinances are 
not duly diſtinguiſh't into more g2zeral, an | ſpecial, and ſo 
diſpencd ſour more generally ro all, and jor more peculi ily 
to the Church only, bur are huddled up, and diſpenc'd pro- 
miſcuauſly, where nging, praying. preaching, and contribution, 
are perform d ina wrong mer ; where BIpti is to ſtricti, 
or top largely diſpznc'd, ſome idmitting any co it, and others 
denying it to the Infants of Believers, ſome ſpitting, &. others 
plunging for baprtiZing 3 where the Lords Supper is taken in a 
wrong poſture, or ſeaſon; where Church Fellow hip, and Church 
Cenſure are uttecly unbrown, or not duly exercis'd 3 how can 
here be ſaid to be a true Church of Chriſt? 6. Where the 
Oꝛder of a Church is not taken from the Word of God alone, 
but from Traditions, Canoms, Cu lam, Councils, Fathers, Popes, 
Prelates, Churchts, Miniſters, & c. can there be a tru?
